The slurry seal process which 


is being used is a comparatively 
new idea in the use of asphalt. 
The slurry is made from, as- 
phalt emulsion which is a mix- 
ture of asphalt and water, com- 
bined with a fine grade of blast 
furnace slag. The slag provides 
a sharp angular surface which 
give good traction for the traffic 
and provides an inexpensive re- 
surfacing. The cost to the city 
for this type of sealing is 12 
cent per square yard, where the 
usual method of using hot as- 
phalt and gravel costs about 
twice as much. It also reduces 
damage to windshields, etc., 
from flying rock and there is no 
bleeding of the asphalt to create 
sticky conditions. 


The only disadvantage to us- 


ing this material is that all traf- 
fic must be kept off the material 
for 6 or 8 hours until the slurry 
has had time to set. The slurry 
machine will cover so' much 
area in a day that the block- 
ing of streets presents some- 
thing of a problem. The Street 
Department has planned the 
work to cause as little interfer? 
ence as possible.

Dr. Joe F. Rushton and W. M. Bigley of Magnolia, in advertisements 


Sunday, said Oren Harris bought 50 shares, of the 1,500 authorized shares 
in Channel 10 at El Dorado. They admit that they asked him to buy it. Why 
him? Why a member of Congress and head of the committee that controls 
the TV industry? They said he later turned his stock back "on the same basis 
he purchased it." But they didn't sdy Ho% rrtuth money he paid for it, and 
they didn't say how much money he received for the stock. 


The truth of the Channel 10 Case is contained in the column below. As 


a lawyer, Oren Harris knew he had legal recourse if he had been, wronged. 
In becoming a financial partner in the owne.rship pf a television station, under 
any circumstances, while heading the Congressional Committee which regul- 
ates the television industry, Oren Harris misused his power and influence. On 
the very surface, he is guilty of a conflict of interests. He broke the trust the 
people placed in him. His financial and political wheeling and dealing have 
come home to roost.
